Against Col. simpson 


Was Charged With Con- 
spiracy to Defraud Pro- 
vince Over Contracts 


Winnipeg, Dec. 7. — The Crown's 
case against Licut.-Col. R. M. Simp- 
son, M.D., is to be dropped. R. A. 
Bonnar, KsC., chief crown counsel, 
announced yesterday that as the re- 
sult of grand jury's report Tuesday 
that they were unable to reach a de- 
cision on the case no further action 
would be takén by .the Crown. 

Dr. Simpson was charged with con- 
spiracy to defraud the province in 
connection with the parliament build- 
ings and with conspiring to keep Wil- 
liam Salt out of the province where 
his evidence was wanted. 

“According to the law, said Mr. 
Bonnar, ‘‘there has been no return by 
the grand jury one way or the other. 
We are of the opinion that we should 
not take advantage of. our strictly 
legal position, as we desire to be 
fair and have no desire to have any 
of our actions clothed with even the 
Ppearance of persecution.

Quebec Meeting Was 
More Quiet Than 
Montreal 


Premier Borden and Other 
Speakers Were Given - 
Good Attention 


Quebec, Dec. 7.— Sir Robert Bor- 
den can have little reason to cum- 
plain of the reception accorded to 
him in the city of Quebec. ‘Yo-night 
the auditorium was packed to the 
limit, and hundreds were turned a 
way. The Quebec hiearchy and the 
Quebec, government did everything in 
their power to lend him assistance, 
and there is nodoubt that the 
strong support of Sir Lomer. Gouin, 
the provincial premier, who made oie 
of the most vigorous and patriotic 
speeches of the evening, was one ol} 
the contributing factors to the gen- 
eral success of the evening. Sir Ro- 
bert’s speech was largely along the 
lines of his Montreal address last 
night. He was given a most sym 
pathetic welcome and was listened 
to with keen interest. 

The postmaster-general, Hon. T. 
Chase Casgrain, who followed Pre- 
mier Borden, was interrupted at sev- 
eral points and when he enunciated 
the policy that when England was at 
war, Canada automatically became a 
belligerent as well, a few students 
voiced dissent. That, however, was 
about the extent of the interference, 
though there were, as at Montreal, 
interruptions when Mr. Bennett be 
fan to speak, but, contrary to his 
experience last night, these were few 
and meaningless. The newly-appoint- 
ed director of national service soon 
won through by sheer force. of per- 
sonality, and his speech was the 
longest and most interesting of the 
evening. He came with a clear-cut 
message, an appeal to everyone pre- 
sent to give of their best to the ser- 
vice of the state and he emphasized 
the necessity of realizing the duties 
‘of the present generation’s steward- 
‘ship, not only to the soldiers now 
fighting in France, but also to post- 
erity. 


That there was a hostile element pro- 
sent was brought out more clear- 
ly when Hon. E. L. Patenaude, min- 
ister of inland revenue, was speaking. 
He was almost continually interru- 
pted, and the force of his address was 
spent largely in retort. The disturb- 
ance was so marked that Hon. T. C. 
Casgrain, and Hon. C. J. Doherty, 
who were to have spoken, decided to 
remain silent. The gathering was 
large. 

| Ludger Gravel, president of the 
chambers of commerce, and H. B. 
.Walker, president of the board of 
trade, were joint chairmen. 

The premier referred to the justice 
of the cause of tho allies; the partio- 
tism and suffering of the French and 
Belgians; the splendid response of all 
the overseas dominions to the call to 
take part in the great war.

Demand For Seed Dats 


The past unfavorable season in On- 
‘tario and Western Quebec has creat- 
ed a strong demand for seed oats 
; which may be met by the special 
grade No. 1 Canada Western seed 
‘oats. This seed grade is provided 
only at the Government interior ter- 
minal elevators at Saskatoon, Moosé 
Jaw and Calgary. Carlots of oats 
inspected into these elevators are 
binned separately if they can be 
cleaned for seed with a limited dock- 
lage. The warehouse receipts issued 
igive the commercial grade and are 
marked “‘Suitable for Seed’’ subject 
to the dockage required. It is antici- 
pated that the seed grade will com- 
mand a bonus of 2c or 3c per bushel 
over the commercial grade. Oat 
‘growers and dealers are well advised 
t> take advantage of this service. 


The Late Leiut Carrick 


Mrs. Atter, of Pine Lake, sister of 
the late Lt. Carrick, has received 
from Capt. Taylor, 49th Battalion, 
particulars of the death of the gal- 
lant soldier as follows:— 


“Your letter of Sept. 26th has not 
been answered as I have been in hos- 
pital and only recently returned to 
my Company in the line. Carrick 
lasted so long because he was in the 
cavalry and being tho kind he was 
joined the infantry which’is a differ- 
ent proposition. On the night of Sep- 
tember 15th—16th, my company was 
ordered to attack. Carrick was com- 
manding No. 6 platoon in my com- 
pany. This platoon was in the lst 
line of attack and off they went, 
Carrick leading them. They took the 
Hun trench and were digging in be- 
yond when Carrick was shot through 
the head by a German sniper about 
8 a.m. September 15th; he fell and 
never moved again. The Co Sergt.- 
Major was also killed beside him and 
' ater two of his men pulled his body 
into a shell hole, saw he was gone, 
ook his effects off his body and later 
buried him and the C.S.M. in the 
same grave. His platoon held the line 
after and in a féWw hours our troops 
again advanced. That night our regi-
